APPLICANTS' ARGUMENTS 

Amended claims 26 and 30, filed 3/13/08, are acknowledged. Applicants' arguments and 

amendments, filed 3/13/08, have been fiiUy considered and are persuasive. The species election 
is hereby withdrawn. All of the previous rejections and objections have been withdrawn. 
The drawings, filed 1 1/12/03, are accepted by the Examiner. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE: 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The invention is directed to a method and computer software product for estimating the 
copy number of a genomic region in an experimental sample. The prior art does not disclose the 
method and computer software product as they are claimed in the instant invention. The 35 USC 
101 rejection, mailed 12/13/07, was removed due to claim amendments, filed 3/13/08, that add a 
limitation reciting a concrete, tangible, and useful result. Because no outstanding rejections 
remain, the claimed invention is deemed allowable.
